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The "Good Night" Child 

Sitting Service 
The "Good Night" Service is a voluntary 
organization which offers a sitting 
service to families who have a child 
with a physical and/or learning disab- 
ility, aged from birth to 19 years old. The Service 
aims to recruit and train volunteers, aged 16 and over, 
and match then with families in their ow vicinity. 
On-going support and training is available to volunteers 
and expenses are re~imbursed. 
The Service was conceived in 1992 and covers the cities 
of Cambridge and Ely ami the surrounding rural areas. 
There are curently 28 families linked to volunteers 
and 15 families waiting to be linked. Unfortumtely, 
"Good Night" has been umable to accept further referrals 
over the last year as the mmber of families requesting 
the service has far exceeded the mmber of volunteers 
recruited. 


T am new in post as the Coordinator and it is my 


intention to develop the service, as it is clearly a 
very valuable resourse for parents, enabling then 
to have a break from caring, secure in the knowledge 
that their child is being well cared for. 

In order for "Good Night" to extend the service to mre 
families it is necessary to recruit many nore volunteers. 
If you would like to support this much needed service 
and would be able to offer at least one evening per 
month to a family, please contact me. No experience is 
necessary, merely a caring and sensitive attitude 
towards young people with special needs. If you would 
like to volunteer with a friend or partner or you 
are interested in befriending a young person with 
special needs, there are many families who would value 
your involvement and support in this way.

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FAVOURITE RECIPES 


We all have favourite recipes that we use over and and over, do you have one that you would 
like to share? if you do please send a copy so that we can print it, also if you have any helpful 
tips, for example how do you get red wine out of the carpet? how do you get rust marks off 
materials? etc or if you have a question that we could ask through the Bar Hill News, there is 
nearly always someone who may be able to help.

My favourite recipe is: 


Frosted Salmon Mousse 

2 x 71/2 oz cans of red salmon 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

2 teaspoons tomato ketchup 

1 tablespoon parsley, finely chopped 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
4 tablespoons cold water 

1 tablespoon powdered gelatine 

1 small can evaporated milk, chilled 
2 egg whites 


Remove the skin and bones from the salmon and mash the fish to a smooth paste. Stir in the 
lemon juice, tomato ketchup, parsley and seasoning. 

Put the water in a small heatproof teacup or bowl. Sprinkle over the gelatine, stir once and leave 
until spongy. Place the bowl or cup in a pan of hot water and stir over a low heat until the 
gelatine has dissolved. Remove from the heat, stirring the gelatine into the salmon mixture and 
mix well. Whisk the well chilled evaporated milk unt] thick and nearly doubled in volume and 
fold into the salmon mixture. 

Place the egg whites in a clean dry bowl, whisk with a spiral or balloon whisk until standing up 
in peaks, then fold half of the whites into the salmon mixture with a metal spoon, lifting and 
folding throughout. Add the remaining whites and repeat the folding in process, which should 
result in a spongy froth. 

Tum the mixture into a lightly oiled 2 pint ring mould. 

To freeze: Open freeze. When frozen, cover tightly with foil or freezer wrap, place in a 
polythene bag, seal and retur to the freezer. 

To serve: Turn out the frozen mould into a serving dish and thaw at room temperature for 3-4 


hours. 
Fill the centre with watercress or shredded lettuce.
